That Moran is the possessor of 
courage, stamina and a punch suffi­ 
ciently effective for a knockout has 
been demonstrated in several of his 
ring battles. 
He has been anxious to 
meet Willard ever since the latter won 
the championship from Jack Johnson, 
nearly a year ago, and

against Johnson in Paris in 1914, Mo­ 
ran believes he has the ability and 
force to wear down Willard even in a 
limited bout of ten rounds. 
If confidence is a potent factor in 
a battle of this kind, Moran will not 
be found lacking

That he can absorb punishment of the 
heaviest kind no one will deny, but 
Moran may be overconfident of his 
prowess when pitted against such a 
giant as Willard. 
Moran makes no 
secret of his intention to make this 
the greatest effort of his career and 
will try hard to land a championship- 
winning w’allop, with the chance of 
taking one for the count himself. 
Willard’s absence from the ring for 
nearly a year, except

bouts, may have unfitted him for a

On November 23, 1915,

hundred ears of Pure 
Bred

Yellow Dent corn for the seed corn 
selecting contest. 
This corn for the 
previous five years had been bred 
for a short jointed stocky stalk and 
a high yielding type, which made the 
work very easy.* 
The plan I used was to take a sack 
made for tho purpose with a strap to 
go over the shoulder, which made it 
on the order of a book sack and went 
through the field gathering the ears^ 
off the short jointed stocky stalks 
and of a high yielding type. 
The high yielding type of corn is 
that is as near possible to the 
standard size of the variety which is 
ten to ten and one-half inches long 
and seven and one-fourth to seven 
and one-half inches in circumference 
for the Reid’s Yellow Dent. It should 
also have a medium smooth grain and

Louis D. Brandeis, of Boston, to the 
supreme court bench was started to­ 
day by the sub committee of the sen­ 
ate foreign relations committee, which 
first heard Clifford Thorne, chairman 
of the Iowa board of railroad commis­ 
sioners, who was connected with Bran­ 
deis in his fight for giving the eastern 
railroads an increase in rates, 
lie 
assailed the conduct of Brandeis in 
that case. 
“I believe the nominee w7as guilty 
of infidelity, of breach of faith and 
unprofessional conduct in connection 
with one of the greatest cases of the 
generation,” he said. 
He charged that Brandeis, as an at­ 
torney appearing for the shippers, con­ 
ceded that the rates received by the 
railroads w7ere inadequate and that iii 
his opening argument to the inter­ 
state commerce commission admitted 
that the returns 
were 
inconsistent 
with the prosperity of the railroads 
and the welfare of the people.

simply dumbfounded,” de­ 
clared Thorne.

lots, in small lots and in little bunches. 
His advice to his sub-agents was to 
“buy, buy, buy.” 
He handled thou­ 
sands of dollars and when the firm 
failed the liabilities wTere nearly $25,- 
000 and the assets wrere practically 
nothing. 
There is in the hands of the

Trust 
company 
about $2,500 which is claimed both by 
the creditors and the bank at Willow’

Half an hour later Night Chief of 
Police John Kaiser, who was in his 
office, two hundred yards from the 
jail building, w as attracted by loud 
cries for help, coming from the direc­ 
tion of tile jail. 
Ile made an investi­ 
gation and found th a t Johnson was 
suffering w ith a gash two and one- 
half inches dee])

inches long on his left arm and several 
sm aller cuts on his shoulder.

which seek food from the flower, has 


been m ade by Dwight Davis, form er 


park commissioner of St. Louis. 


Mr. Davis had moving pictures of 


bumble bees at wrork on the bucket 


orchid taken at the Missouri Botani­ 


cal Garden (Shaw ’s Garden) here. 
This is w hat the moving pictures 
sh ow : 
Large bum blebees gather on the 
edge of the cup of tho orchid and 
struggle w ith one another for a foot­ 
hold. 
Some of the bumblebees tum ble in­ 
to the cup, which is half filled with 
nectar. 
This nectar sticks 
to 
the 
wings of the bees and prevents them 
from flying out. 
T here is only one way for the bum­ 
blebee to get out of the nectar, and 
that is to crawl through a tube-like 
passage leading to the lower end of 
the flower. 
The walls of this passage 
are covered with pollins, and some of 
it clings to the 
sticky 
wings 
and 
backs of the bees. 
As 
they 
force 
their way out of the opening, some of 
the pollen which has 
attached 
to 
them is inserted into the stigm a of 
the plant, and thus the flower is fer­ 
tilized. 
Wlien the bees finally get out of the 
flower, they fly back to the edge of 
the ru]> and again battle for a foot­ 
hold from which they can eat the lin­ 
ing of the 
labellum.

GREAT GATHERING IN THE NORTH SEA 


W riters Enthusiastic Over the Seem ­ 
ingly Perfect Condition of the 
Great Floating Fortresses— 
No Belgian Peace Offer. 


Somewhere in the North Sea, Feb. 
l l ( l l O’clock A. M ) . — Great B ritain ’s 
first line offensive fleet, a combina­ 
tion of speed and power ready for ac­ 
tion, wras inspected yesterday by a 
party of French and Am erican news­ 
paper correspondents, and with an As­ 
sociated Press correspondent, w as per­ 
mitted to viewr, from the bridge of a 
torpedo boat, the naval unit wrhich is 
expected to meet the first shock of a 
German attack. 
In the fleet wrere v ir­ 
tually all the veteran fighting crafts 
which have been in action in the pres­ 
ent war, but they showed few" scars 
except an occasional scar and dent in 
the armor. 
The pride of place was 
held by the battle cruisers, which, in 
the engagements from the Falkland 
Isles to the Dardanelles, have borne 
the brunt of the fighting. 
Unpopular writh the officers and men 
before the war because they were al­ 
ways coaling, and never more than 
cautiously praised by

The following letter from Gilbert W inter, of Springfield, 111., in response to an inquiry sent him, tells 
something of how the commission form of government has worked and is w-orking in the capital 
city of Illi­ 
nois. 
Mr. W in ter is a leading union labor man in his home city, is a member 
of the Pressm en’s 
Union, and 
for seventeen years was secretary-treasurer of the Allied Printing Trades Council of Springfield. 
This year he 
has been selected as a delegate to the International Printing Pressm en’s Union convention, and in the past 
has represented labor in various ways, delegate to the Federation of Labor, etc. 
He has been active in poli­ 
tics also, precinct committeeman, ward committeeman, and for three years was secretary of the city repub­ 
lican central committee and delegate to party conventions. 
A * Le says, 
“ So you see I know" something about 
politics. 
I have seen all methods tried out.” 
» 


H ere is what Mr. W in te r says about the commission i u m : 
In answer to inquiry regarding the Commission Form of Government, I w ill say 
that I was for the 
commission form at the time of its adoption some five years ago and I am still a champion for it. 
Springfield 
has made some very marked improvements under the new system. 
The police, fire and other departments 
are under civil service, which gives good faithful men in all departments of service. 
And these men are 
mostly union men that are holding these positions. 
Most of the salaries aru around $75 to $80 a month. 
Some more. 
The union men in Springfield are not kicking against the system. 
The commissioners have 
in part operation a municipal lighting plant, which, when in full operation, expects to 
furnish light to 
pri­ 
vate consumers as well as city lighting, at a big reduction in cost. 
W e have a water rate which gives most 
of the homes what they need at about $1 a year. 
W e have purchased a new" auto fire engine, auto for the 
fire chief, auto fire truck for hose, and many other things of this kind. 


The most important thing, I believe, in city government is the selection of good officials. 
Under the 
old alderm anic government it w a s a hard matter to get good men elected and some wards were unable to 
send the right kind of men to the council to represent them. 
Under the commission form a better class of 
men are candidates for commissioner. 


B y 
the 
entire 
city 
voting on the selection of candidates it deprives the worst element from elect­ 
ing a corrupt alderman or commissioner. 
W hen we voted by wards wTe would get about half good men and 
the others bad. 
But under the commission form we have a better glade of officials. 
And then again the 
board is non-partisan. 
The commissioners each have a department of the city government to take care of 
and is responsible for its management. 
He will generally see that it is run right, as it adds to his credit 
and probable re-election. 
Our m ayor receives $5,000 per year and the commissioners $4,000 per year. 


It is much easier to get good measures passed under the commission form than the aldermanic form, 
as there are not so many bien to handle and graft is not so easy. 
W e had a long list of candidates for 
commissioners and we chose men particularly fitted to oversee the work of the different departments into 
wThich the city government is divided. 
A t the time of the adoption of the commission form of government 
in Springfield politics had gotten so rotten th a t-the better class of voters thought it better to throw out the 
old system and put in something better. 
Our elections are run as near on the square now as it could be 
expected, after so much corruption. 
The commissioners are now" trying to force the public utilities to give 
us 80-cent gas instead of $1, as at present. 
I believe our city finances are better handled and used to better 
purpose than under the old system of aldermen. 


The efficiency of all departments of the city work is good compared to w"hat it used to be. 
Padding of 
pay rolls is almost an im possibility w-hen you have a good commission elected. 
Pick men who 
are quali­ 
fied to fill the position to which he aspires, regardless of what part of the city he comes from. 
Le t me say in closing that as a union man, no union man need be afraid to vote in favor of adopting 
the commission form of government for your city. 
Springfield is a very 
strong union 
city and oragnized 
labor has not been injured in tile least by the election of commissioners instead 
of aldermen. 
W e 
are 
taken care of in the various parts of the city just as good, if not better.

— Evidence 
tending to prove that Abraham Lin­ 


coln s grandfather was a soldier of 
the Revolutionary army has been un­ 
c a sh e d 
by 
Mrs. E. S. Walker, 
of 
Springfield, an active worker of the 
I laughters 
of 
the American Revolu­ 
tion. 
According 
to 
Mrs. 
Walker, 
more than 500 soldiers of the Revolu­ 
tion are known to be buried in Illi­ 
nois. She dug out this information by 
slow degrees while engaged in com 
piling data to be used in connection 
with the Illinois 
centennial 
celebra­ 
tion by the Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution. 
“It has been my duty to ascertain 
the number of Revolutionary soldiers 
who lie buried in Illinois,” said Mrs. 
Walker, discussing her achievement. 
“This research has covered a period 
of more than five years, and, as a re­ 
sult, over five hundred are known to 
be buried in our state. 
“Of this number the large majority 
came here from Virginia. 
For that 
reason, the records of that state have 
been carefully studied. 
While pursu 
ing this investigation, I was attracted 
by 
the 
name of ‘Abraham Lincoln/ 
who served as a corporal in the Vir­ 
ginia militia during the Revolutionary 
war, from Augusta county in 1777 and 
again in 1779 from Rockingham coun­ 
ty. 
“From the fact that President Lin­ 
coln’s grandfather was a resident of 
Rockingham county at that time, and 
being of suitable age for service, and 
that the corporal bore the name of 
Abraham Lincoln, it seems quite prob­ 
able that he was the grandfather of 
President Lincoln.” 
Mrs. W alker’s 
discovery will 
be 
brought to the attention of the faculty 
of the University of Illinois, who are 
preparing the Centennial history of 
Illinois and it is understood they will 
institute a systematic search for cor­ 
roborative evidence.
